Crop  conditions 

I/orc-Dean  crop  conditions  apnear  somewhat  variable,  according  to 
recent  trade  report?.    In  the  Balkan  countries,  prospects  continue  favorable, 
out  some  demage  to  the  wheat  crop  is  reported  in  Italy,  where  conditions  have 
previously  been  considered  generally  good.     In  France,  the  crop  is  too  forward, 
due  to  plentiful  moisture  and  mild  weather,  and  dry  weather  is  now  needed.  On 
the  other  hand,  lack  of  rainfall  continues  to  hamper  the  development  of  the 
Spanish  crop. 
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The  winter  wheat  cror-  of  China  is  in  fairly  good  condition,  and  in- 
creases in  acreage  are  indicated  for  the  Yangtze  Valley  and  North  China, 
according  to  a  radiogram  from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricul- 
tural Service.    Unusually  warm  weather  the  first  half  of  March  encouraged 
early  growth,  which  was  checked  by  lower  temperatures  later  in  the  month. 
While  recent  rains  were  "beneficial,  the  development  of  the  crop  is  largely 
dependent  upon  favorable  weather  during  April  and  May. 

The  Shanghai  wheat  market 

ITo  foreign  wheat  was  booked  in  Shanghai  during  the  week  ended  March 
22,  tne  Shanghai  office  reports,  since  the  mills  hesitated  to  buy  at  the 
higher  prices  quoted,  although  purchases  of  four  or  five  cargoes  are  needed  to 
fill  May  requirements.    The  flour  market,  however,  showed  an  advance.  Mills 
were  running  at  about  65-percent  capacity,  which  was  somewhat  above  the  ac- 
tivity of  the  corresponding  period  of  1934.    The  demand  from  North  China  con- 
tinued strong,  and  local  flour  stocks  remained  very  low. 

IJkeat  prices,  c.i.f.  Shanghai  duty  included,  for  March  shipment,  were 
quoted  as  follows:  Argentine  77  cents  per  bushel,  Australian  (South  Austra- 
lia) 83  cents.  Domestic  flour  for  March  delivery  was  20  cents  per  bag  of  49 
pounds,  for  April  delivery  89  cents.  Australian  flour,  c.ilf.  Hongkong,  was 
$2.99  per  barrel  of  196  pounds.  Imports  of  -.-'heat  into  Shanghai  during  Febru- 
ary r/ere  reported  as  follows:  Argentine  322,000  bushels,  Australian  943,000 
bushels,  total  1,254,000  bushels. 


FSSD  GEAIiTS 
Summary  of  recent  feed  gg^tin  information 

There  were  no  new  estimates  of  feed  grain  area  during  the  week',  the 
total  barley  area  in  the  8  countries  so  far  reported  for  1935  standing  at 
14,340,000  acres  compared  with  9,860,000  acres  in  the  sane  countries  in 
1933.    These  estimates  include  only  winter  acreage,  however,  in  most  of 
tne  countries  reporting;.    The  oats  acreage  in  the  3  countries  so  far  reported 
for  1935  amounts  to  41  ,"276, 000  acres,  which  compares  with  32,411,000  acres,, 
a  corresponding  estimate  for  1934.    A  table  sbowing  the  1935  acreage  esti- 
mates for  barley  and  oats  will  be  found  on  page  344.

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RICE 

Indo-Qhina  rice  experts  increased  in  1954 

Total  rice  exports  from  Indo-China  amounted  to  about  1,737,000 
short  tens  in  1334  against  1,345,000  short  tons  in  1933,  according  to 
Consul  Q,-  P.  Roberts  at  Saigon.     The  current  figure  represents  the  largest 
volume  of  exports  since  1923.     The  export  surplus  developed  during  1934 
was  considerably  larger  than  was  anticipated.     Favorable  weather  conditions 
encouraged  production,  while  improved  prices  reduced  stocks  held  by  farmers. 

Smaller  crops  in  China  resulted  in  a  considerable  increase  in  ex- 
ports of  Indo-Chinese  rice  to  that  country  in  1934.     The  principal  buyer, 
however,  was  France,  taking  about  44  -oerccnt  of  the  total  exports,  about 
the  same  percentage  as  was  taken  in  1933.     The  improved  business  with  China 
was  offset  somewhat  by  additional  import  duties  imposed  by  that  country. 

Wheat  producers  in  Prance  continue  to  protest  the  unrestricted  impor- 
tation of  Indo-Chinese  rice.     Various  proposals  have  been  made  to  reduce  the 
volume  of  such  imports,  none  of  which  appear  to  have  secured  the  approval  of 
colonial  producers.     The  French  market  has  been  an  important  factor  in  devel- 
oping the  Indo-Chinese  rice  enterprise. 


COTTON 

Korean  Government  considers  cotton  expansion 

Plans  designed  to  expand  cotton  acreage  and  production  in  Korea  are 
no 77  being  considered  by  the  government  of  Korea,  according  to  a  radiogram  from 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Owen  L •  Pawson  at  Shanghai.     The  program  under  con- 
sideration provides  for  a  steadj  expansion  in  acreage  during  the  next  ten 
years  until  the  area  under  cotton  by  1944  will  amount  to  558,000  acres.     It  is 
the  hope  of  the  government  that  this  acreage  may  be  made  to  yield  1,162,000 
bales  of  473  pounds  each.

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The  area  devoted  to  cotton  in  Korea    during  1934-35  has  "been  estimated 
at  480,000  acres  and  the  crop  at  155,000  bales.     The  1933-34  area  was  433,000 
acres  and  the  crop  140,000  tales.    Ho  marked  tendency  toward  increased  cotton 
cultivation  has  "been  apparent  in  Korea.     Experiment  station  results,  however, 
seem  to  indicate  that  cotton  can  be  grovvn  over  a  considerable  area,  while 
some  expansion  in  acreage  may  take  place  if  the  present  relation  between 
prices  of  cotton  and  other  crops  continues,  it  is  not  expected  that  any  in- 
crease in  production  could  be  a  factor  in  the  market  for  American  cotton  in 
the  immediate  future,  according  to  Mr.  pawson. 


FRUITS,  VEGETABLES ,  MP  HUTS 

Reduced  apple  and  pear  exports  in  prospect  for  Australasia 

Exports  of  apples  from  Australia  and  Hew  Zealand  to  Europe  in  the  1935 
season  are  expected  to  be  somewhat  below  the  6,200,000  bushel-boxes  shipped 
during  1934,  according  to  the  "Weekly  Fruit  Intelligence  Notes"  of  the  Empire 
Marketing  Board.     Shipments  to  the  United  Kingdom  have  been  set  at  around 
4,800,000  boxes  against  exports  of  4,843,000  boxes  in  1934.     Ho  estimate  was 
made  of  the  probable  shipments  to  Continental  European  countries  but  it  seems 
certain  that  they  will  be  substantially  below  the  1,400,000  boxes  exported  to 
the  Continent  in  1934. 

Less  detail  is  available  on  pear  exports,  but  between  500,000  and 
600,000  boxes  are  expected  to  be  exported  to  Europe  compared  with  about 
490,000  boxes  in  1934.     In  the  past,  about  94  percent  of  the  pears  exported 
have  gone  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  6  percent  to  Continental  Europe. 

About  2,150,000  boxes  of  apples  and  115,000  boxes  of  pears  are  expected 
to  move  from  Tasmania  to  the  United  Kingdom  against  2,500,000  boxes  of  apples, 
and  roughly,  125,000  boxes  of  pears  in  1934.     Exports  from  Victoria  to  the 
United  Kingdom  for  the  coming  season  have  been  placed  at  625,000  boxes  of 
apples  and  300,000  boxes  of  pears  compared  with  560,000  boxes  of  apples  and 
210,000  boxes  of  pears  last  season.     Western  Australia  is  expected  to  ship 
around  450,000  boxes  of  apples  to  the  United  Kingdom  against  270,000  in 
1934,  while  probably  225,000  boxes  of  apples  rill  go  from  New  South  Wales. 
iixportR  from  Queensland  will  amount  to  around  10,000  boxes  against  30,000 
last  season.    Owing  to  unsettled  conditions  in  Europe,  it  seems  probable 
ftkat  there  will  be  a  heavy  reduction  in  the  takings  of  Australasian  apples. 
The  exports  from  Australia  to  the  Continent  that  have  been  arranged  so  far 
aaowt'.ttt  *te«fcw*«a,  200,000  and  250,000  boxes. 
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Measures  have  again  been  taken  by  the  Australian  Apple  and  Fear  Ex- 
port Council,  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Export  Control  Soard  of  New 
Zealand,  to  regulate  the  exports  of  apples  to  the  United  Kingdom  this  season. 
The  control  will  be  effected  by  limiting  the  quantity  shipped  from  the  var- 
ious states  and  also  by  restricting  still  further  the  number  and  size  of 
the  varieties  to  be  exported.    No  other  restrictions  are  being  placed  on 
shipments  of  apples  to  the  Continent.    Exports  of  pears  from  Australia 
and  Hew  Zealand  are  unrestricted.     See  table,  page  346. 

Exchange  control  limits  Danish  fruit  imports 

Imports  of  fresh  and  dried  fruit  into  Denmark  are  expected  to  be 
somewhat  reduced  in  1935  through  the  activities  of  the  Foreign  Exchange  Com- 
mission, according  to  Vice  Consul  E.  C-jessing  at  Copenhagen.     Dried  fruits, 
most  of  which  come  from  the  United  States,  are  to  be  relatively  more  limited 
in  volume  than  are  fresh  fruits.     In  the  latter  group,  apples  from  the 
United  States,  which  are  veil  known  in  Denmark,  were  limited  in  1934  to  about 
250,000  bushels,  a  reduction  below  the  1933  imports.     The  1935  imports  are 
expected  to  be  smaller  than  those  of  last  year,  unless  there  should  be  a  ser- 
ious failure  of  the  Danish  apple  crop.     Imports  of  pears  also  face  some  re- 
duction this  season.     It  is  suggested  that  fresh  fruits  not  produced  in  Den- 
mark may  be  admitted  somewhat  more  liberally  than  those  offering  some  compe- 
tition to  domestic  production.    Limitation  of  dried  fruit  imports  appears  to 
be  only  in  the  interest  of  foreign  exchange  conservation.    The  United  States 
is  the  leading  source  of  all  types  of  dried  fruit  except  currants,  with  rai- 
sins and  prunes  representing  the  outstanding  items  of  the  trade.     In  1933 
total  dried  fruit  imports  stood  at  10,572  short  tons. 

Mexican  Uest  Coast  vegetable  shipments  heavy. 

^  About  1,143  cars  of  vegetables  had  passed  through  Nogales,  Mexico, 
mto^  the  United  States  up  to  the  end  of  February  1935,  as  against  4B4  cars 
in  the  same  period  in  the  1933-34  season  and  958  cars  in  the  1932-33  season, 
shipments  usually  start  in  November.     Tomatoes  and  green  peas  have  made  up 

vie  bulk  of  the  movement.     In  the  period  under  survey  755  cars  of  tomatoes 
*ere  shipped,  compared  with  138  cars  in  the.  same  period  in  1933-34,  and  297 
"-ars  in  1932-33.     About  248  cars  of  green  peas  crossed  the  border  this  sea- 
son to  February  28  against  295  cars  last  season  and  559  cars  in  the  same 
-.ontns  of  1932-33.     Green  peppers,  green  beans,  and  eggplant  made  up  the 

'•alance  of  the  shipments.     There  were  poor  crops  of  green  peas  and  beans  in 
ne  v.est  Coast  region  of  Mexico  this  season  but  green  peppers  were  plentiful 

-nd  the  movement  considerably  higher  than  last  season.  The  increase  in  ship- 
ments from  Mexico  is  accounted  for  by  the  shortage  of  seasonable  vegetables

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UNITED  STATES  IMPORTS  OF  COMPSTITIVE  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS 

Imports  Of  competitive  agricultural  products  into  the  United  States 
during  the  first  eight  months  of  the  present  agricultural  marketing  year 
(July  through  February)  on  a  volume  basis  were  equivalent  to  about  7^  per- 
cent of  the  average  imports  of  these  products  during  the  same  period  in  the 
preceding  ten  y^ars.    These  imports  include  all  of  the  principal  agricultur- 
al products  imported  into  the  United  States  except  coffee,  tea,  spices,  cp.cp^, 
rubber  and  silk,    The  imports  of  these  non-competitive  products  during  this 
same  period  were  about  99  percent  of  the  ten-year  average. 

The  smaller  than  average  import?  of  competitive  agricultural  products 
have  been  due  to  the  much  reduced  importations  of  certain  groups,  primarily 
wool,  dairy  products,  eggs  and  egg  products,  and  vegetables.    Imports  of 
fruits,  meats,  and  vegetable  oils  have  also  been  substantially  less  than  av- 
erage imports  in  the  last  ten  years.    On  the  other  hand,  the  imports  of  feeds 
and  fodder  have  been  very  much  larger  than  average.     Imports  of  sugar  have 
been  slightly  larger  than  the  ten-year  average  imports.    The  following  table 
shows  imports  of  certain  groups  of  products.    Details  for  all  the  principal 
items  are  shown  in  the  table  beginning  on  page  330.    The  period  July  through 
February  has  been  chosen  since  the  crop  marketing  year  for  the  majority  of 
agricultural  products  is  considered  as  beginning  about  July  1.

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Feeds  and  fodders 

Feeds  and  fodders  show  a  marked  increase  in  imports  during  the 
eight  months  July  through  February,  compared  with  the  ten-year  average. 
The  products  included  in  this  group  are  hay,  corn,  oats,  "barley,  feed 
wheat,   and  oilsetd  cake  and  meal.     The  large  aggregate  imports  of  these 
items  may  he  attributed  to  the  unprecedented  shortage  in  the  production 
of  feed  grains  and  fodder  in  the  United  States  in  1934.    The  total  im- 
ports of  all  feeds  and  fodder  during  the  season  to  date-,  as  shown  by  the 
preceding  table,  have  amounted  to  approximately  1,000,000  tons.  Accord- 
ing to  a  survey  of  the  supplies  of  feeds  and  fodder  in  the  United  States 
made  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  in  the  fall  of  1934,  there  , 
was  a  shortage  in  production  compared  with. normal  of  approximately 
50,000,000  tons.     In  other  words,  imported  feed  has  amounted  to  only 
about  2  percent  of  the  estimated  shortage. 

The  relation  of  the  imports  of  hay  and  certain  grains  for  the  season 
to  date,   compared  with  production,   is  shown  by  the  following  table.     In  ad- 
dition to  feed  grains,   the  imports  of  wheat  and  rye  are  also  included. 
About  one-half  of  the  imports  of  wheat  have  been  for  feed  purposes,   the  re- 
mainder being  chiefly  Durum  wheat  from  Canada  imported  because  of  the  very 
short  crop  of  this  class  of  wheat  in  the  United  States  in  1934.     The  rel- 
atively large  imports  of  rye  also  are  to  he  associated  with  the  extremely 
short  crop  of  rye  in  1934.    Much  of  the  imported  rye  has  been  used  for  dis- 
tilling; very  little,   so  far  as  is  known,  being  used  for  animal  feed.

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Sugar 

The  imports       sugar  into  the  Unitc-d  States  ar*  ccntr^ll^d  by 
quotas.    Sugar  imports  from  foreign  conn  trim ,  chiefly  Cuba,  in  the  period 
July  to  February  totaled  2,375,000  short  tons,  compared  with  the  ten 
year  average  inports  ef  2,266,000  short  tons,  or  an  increase  of  5  percent. 

Fruits  and  nuts 

Total  imports  of  fruits  into  the  United  States  during  the  eight 
months  July  to  F<=braary  1934-35  were  10  percent  smaller  than  average  im- 
ports.   The  relatively  small  decline  in  total  fruit  imports,  however,  has 
been  due  to  the  fact  that  imports  ef  bananas,  by  far  the  most  important 
item,  have  held  up  very  well.    When  bananas  w°re  excluded  the  imports  of 
the  remaining  fruits  have  been  in  the  aggregate  25  percent  less  than  av- 
erage.    There  have  been  considerably  larger  than  average  imports  of  grapes, 
because  of  the  lifting  of  the  embargo  on  Spanish  grapes,  and  of  limes,  but 
theSp  increases  are  much  more  than  offset  by  smaller  imports  «f  such  fruits 
as  lemons,  figs,  and  cherries  in  brine.     £xcept  for  Brazil  nuts,   the  import 
of  the  various  classes  of  nuts,  such  as  almonds,  walnuts,  and  peanuts, 
have  shown  a  marked  reduction. 

Vegetable  oils  end  ^ilserds 

The  total  volume  of  vegetable  oils  and  i*il  materials  during  the 
eight  months  July  through  February  were  about  17  percent  less  than  the  ten 
y^ar  average.    Of  the  various  oils  the  greatest  decline  in  imports,  as  com* 
pared  with  average,  has  been  shown  by  palm  kernel,  soybean,  linseed,  and 
pdiblc  olive  oil,'  while  there  have  been  much  larger  than  average  imports  cjf 
peanut,  rapeseed,  and  tung  oil.     Imports  ef  perilla  also  have  been  fairly 
heavy  and  doubtless  much  larger  than  average,  although  statistics  as  to  im- 
ports over  the  preceding  ten  years  arc  not  available  for  comparative  pur- 
poses . 

Meats 


Since  the  United  States  is  on  a  heavy  expert  basis  for  pork,  most 
of  the  imports  of  meat  consist  of  beef.     Imports  of  fresh  and  pickled  beef 
and  veal . during'  the  eight  months  July  through  February  1954-35  were  much 
smaller  than  the  ten-year  average  imports.     On  the  other  hand,  imports  of 
canned  beef  have  been  about  twice  as  large  as  average  imports  during  these 
months.     Taken  together,  however,  the  total  imports  of  all  meats,  fresh, 
eur<=d,  and  canned,  have  been  about  17  percent  less  than  the  ten-year  aver- 
age imoorts. 
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Vegetables 

The  total  imports  of  vegetables  for  which  quantitative  data  are  provid- 
ed in  the  official  trade  statistics  have  been  running  at  a  rate  of  less  than 
half  of  average.     A  somewhat  smaller  reduction  would  be  shown,  however,  if  it 
were  possible  to  include  a  number  of  perishable  vegetables,  such  as  -oeas, 
lima  beans;  and  eggplant.     Tomatoes,  which  are  the  only  perishable  fresh 
vegetable  for  which  comparable  official  data  are" "available ,  were  imported  in  . 
considerably  larger  volume  in  the  period  July  through  February  than  for  the 
average  of  the  same  period  of  the  preceding  ten  years.     The  actual  figures 
are  44,500,000  pounds  for  the  current  season  against  an  average  of  40,600,000 
pounds.     Imports  of  potatoes,  onions,  and  dried  beans  have  been  much  below 
average.     Canned  vegetables  also  have  been  imported  on  a  reduced  scale, 

Wo  ol 

Except  for  sugar,  wool  ordinarily  represents,  in  terms  of  volume,  the 
most  important  of  the  competitive  agricultural  products  imported  into  the 
United  States.     The  imports  of  unmanufactured  wool  during  the  period  July 
through  February  were  only  44  percent  of  average  imports  for  the  preceding 
ten  years.     The  reduction  has  been  more  marked  in  imports  of  the  improved 
types  of  wool,  which  are  direc  tly  competitive  with  wool  produced  in  the 
United  States.     The  imports  of  the  less  competitive  carpet  wool  have  de- 
clined to  a  smaller  extent. 

Dairy  products 

Imports  of  butter  during  July  through  February  were  about  75  percent 
above  the  ten-year  average  and  were  particularly  heavy  during  January  and 
February.     Most  of  these  imports  have  come  from  Hew  Zealand,  but  of  total 
imports  in  February  of  3,057-, CCO  pounds.  1,681,000  pounds  were  from  the 
United  Kingdom,  presumably  chiefly  New  Zealand  butter,  and  740,000  pounds 
directly  from  New  Zealand.     Imports  of  cheese  into  the  United  States  dur- 
int  the  current  season  have  been  somewhat  smaller  than  average.     The  marked 
decline  in  the  imports;  of  dairy  products  as  a  group  to  only  39  percent  of 
the  ten-year  average  has  been  due  chiefly  to  the  sharp  falling  off  in  im- 
ports of  casein. 

Eggs  and  egg  products 

Eggs  and  egg  products  show  the  greatest  decline  from  average  imports 
of  any  group  of  agricultural  products.     Import?  during  the  period  July 
through  February  were  only  22  percent  of  the  ten-year  average,    All  items 
in  this  group  have  shared  in  the  decline,  although  imports  of  eggs  in  the 
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shell,  which  are  of  relatively    minor  importance,  have  "been    only  slightly 
less  than  average.    Most  of  the  reduction  from  average  imcorts  has  been  in 
dried  and  frozen  whole  eggs,  frozen  yolks,  and  dried  and  frozen  albumen. 
Imports  of  dried  yolks,  while  much  smaller  than  average,  have  held  up  "better 
than  the  imports  of  other  egg  products.
